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EXTRACT FROM A LETTER TO A STUDENT Ang the impressions, analyzing them, 
and working them out by deductive 
reasoning, not questioning them in 
any way, for it does not have that 
kind of reasoning ability, but work- 
ing them out to conclusions, and in 
moments of stress,moments of need,or 
moments of decision, there is this 
knowledge of subconscious power, 
ready to send ideas up into the Con- 
sciousness,flash across the horizon 
as Intuition. 


I have your letter of the — , 
and I am indeed sorry that things 
have been piling up se as to inter- 
fere with your study. I know of 
course the problems of today, the 
manifold duties of a busy life,and 
it is very easy to fail to find the 
time for study and attunement. On 
the other hand, I do want to talk to 
you about this a few moments,because 
in order to take advantage of the op 
portunity of contact, an opportunity 
which does lead to the very highest 
in Occultism and Mysticism,it is ne- 
cessary that one be faithful in main 
taining the contact, and I want you 
particularly, to realize that it is 
not so much a matter of study, as 
it is of controlling the Habit Self, 
or as the Psychologist says, the Re- 
pressive Self. I presume that you 
have read some of the books on Popu- 
lar Psychology, and I presume that 
you are somewhat familier with the 
emotional reactions and complexes, 
the concepts and ideas which man 
builds up in his subconscious mind, 
and which to a very large extent 
dominates him, just as a gyroscope, 
deep in the hold of a ship holds 
that ship to its course, regardless 
of the push of the wind and waves. 


So you see that the work really 
consists of this one hour once a 
week in study and contemplation, and 
then the actual assumption of a 
part. If you will imagine that you 
are an actor upon the stage of Life, 
and that you are going to assume a 
certain part, which to you is an 
Ideal, each morning when you get up 
the thought of the character you 
assume flashes to you, and thruout 
that whole day you assume, the car 
riage, the posture, the speech, the 
mannerisms,the gestures of that part, 
you begin to think along the lines 
that that Ideal of yours would 
think,you begin to reason things out 
as that Ideal Character woulc reason 
them out, and until you lie down at 
night you are true to that part in 
every slightest detail. 


In the work of Occultism and 
Mysticism, it is not a matter really 
of long hours of study, or of going 
deeply into Abstract and Speculative 
Philosophy, but it is rather a mat- 
ter of self-training.

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BLACK AND pe OCCULTISM 


f we compare the Teachings of 
the Old and New Testaments we find 
that under tne old Dispensation, 
Life was regulated by  innumerable, 
minutely detailed regulations, which 
told a man .exactly what to do in 
any given circumstance. These regu- 
lations which were being detailed, 
were precise and inelastic, and as 
conditions of Social Life changed, 
became inapplicable. They gave no 
instructions concerning matters that 
greatly needed regulation and obso- 
lete Laws remained irksome and need- 
less restrictions. For the interpre- 
tation and application of the Mosaic 
Law were developed hosts of Scribes 
and Commentators, who by the exer- 
cise of great ingenuity and much 
stressing of the meaning of words, 
succeeded in maintaining them as a 
more or less workable systen. 


When the Master Jesus came,how- 
ever, He set aside the Old Command- 
ment saying, "Give I unto you," and 
in some two dozen words He gave tne 
Principles underlying the Law and the 
Prophets. He said, "Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God witn all thy heart 
and with all thy Soul and with all 
thy Mind and with all thy Strength, 
and thy Neighbor as thyself." This 
is a comprehensive statement which 
sophistry cannot weaken and which 
can serve as a Guide in all imagin- 
able circumstances. It is a Measur- 
ing Rod,which upon whatever Plane 
we may be functioning, will always 
give true Measure. We can apply it 
to our dealings with Elementals as 
well as with Men, with the lofti- 
est Intelligences, or tne most debas- 
ed of Evil Spirits. It isa Rule 
of Conduct which never fails. 


In estimating external  condi- 
tions, however, we need some furtner 
guidance,and herein it is impossible 
to apply a standard ruling. A thing 
which might be right under one cir- 
cumstance may be wrong under another. 
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uk thing which may be right for one Wine adventurous impulses of tne RuceN 
person may be wrong for another. [A professional Criminal is by no 
There is no Levitical Code which can [means invariably a man of ugly tem- 
be applied to the infinite variety perament or nasty disposition. He 
of tne Tests of the Path. frequently will nave heroic virtues, 
and often he is a man whom Civiliza- 
tion has not suited, and who is in 
rebellion against the cramping condi- 
tions of Modern Life. Had he been a 
citizen of a frontier colony he migh 
have made good and achieved distinc- 
tion. He is Evil because he is out ot 
date, the impulses which &ctuate him 
have ceased to serve a social purpose, 
he is a throw-back to primitive condi- 
tions. 


The Initiate takes as a Stand- 
ard, not an ethical book Rule, but 
Movement and Direction. He measures 
all things against the current of 
Evolution. Yes, in any given action, 
or set or circumstances,"Is it mov- 
ing in the same direction as  Evolu- 
tion,and is its pace faster or slow- 
er than the normal Tide?" And he will 
Judge relative rigatness and wrong- 
ness by the answers to these two 
questions. Now from what I have said you 
will see that these Principles enabl 
you to estimate the Right and Left 
Hand Paths, and Black and White Oc- 
cultism. The Right-Hand Pata is tha 
which prolongs tne lines of Evolutio 
and leads by the most direct route t 
its Goal, it is the shortest route 
between the stage at which a man 
has arrived when he hears the Cal 
and Divine Union. It will, therefor 
be seen that no particular route can 
be laid down as a true Path or Systen 
by which every man may come. The 
Ways to God are as many as the breasts 
| of the sons of Men. It is tne Direct 
ness or the Indirectness of tne Rout 
which counts. 


For instance, he might consider 
the work and teaching of some nar- 
row and bigoted sect and ask himself, 
'Can I condemn these people who are 
so Obviously full of Good inten- 
tions,! and if he saw that they dark- 
ened tne Human Spirit and prevented 
it from reaching the stature of Man- 
hood which is normally attained, he 
would judge that Sect to be moving 
at a slower pace than the Current of 
Evolution, even tho going in tne 
same direction, and therefore not to 
be beneficial to Man or God, 


Again he might find that differ- 
ent Standards prevail to different 
societies and among Men of differ- 
ent stages of development, and if 
he were to assess them justly he 
would have to take into considera- 
tion the step of the Evolutionary Lady 
der upon which they stood.The Princi 
ples have to be applied differently 
at different states of development,al 
tho themselves unchanging. For in- 
stance, every primitive man has to 
be a Warrior and a Hunter if he is 
to do his duty to Society, but if 
the predatory impulses persist in 
Civilized Society, tnen they lead to 
Crime. It is noticeable how many habi- 
tual criminals distinguished them- 
selves in the War and the remarkable 
freedom from Crime that prevailed 
While that outlet was available for 
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And again with regard to Black 
Occultism, it is impossible to labe 
any operation at all times and un- 
der all circumstances definitely Blac 
or definitely White. All that we car 
say is that under certain circumstan 
ces it is Black or White. Dirt has 
been defined as misplaced Matter,and 
Evil can be defined as misplaced 
Force. Force can be misplaced in tim 
or in space. A thing may be right at 
one time which is wrong at another. 
Black Occultism then may be define 
as misplaced Force, or out of Date 
Methods. 


Now for instance, picture your 
self as standing at the lowest poin 
of an ellipse,whose highest point is 
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formula itself is definitely Evil, 
and so should on no account be used. 


Sod. On your left, stretches up the VER 
Path by which you have descended in- 
to Matter, on your Right, stretches 
up the Path by which you will return 
to Spirit. Should you turn and re- 
trace your steps along the Path which 
you had come, you would be treading| 
the Left-Hand Path. Should you press 
on by the Path which Evolution will 
ultimately follow, you would be fol- 
lowing the Right-Hand Path. By eith- 
er Route you can rise upon the Planes. 
If you have achieved the mastery of 
a Plane by the Right-Hand Path,you 
will be a Master of both its aspects, 
Primitive and Evolved. You will,how- 
ever,have to be careful to keep both 
its aspects in their right places,or 
they will not be permitted to you 
for long.
